STUDY RECOMMENDATIONS-BIKES

Prioritize parking, rather than bike lanes, along Colorado Avenue

« Construct a two-way off-street trail along the south side of Colorado Avenue :
between 31st Street and 29th Street

* Create a new off-street connection between the Midland Trail and the new
Colorado Avenue trail at the 29th Street alignment

» Designate the parallel routes along Cucharras Street and Pikes Peak Avenue
(rather than Colorado Avenue) for bicycle travel

 If/as Colorado Avenue is reconstructed, include segments of raised median
for pedestrian and cyclist crossing refuge

* Improve the locations where the Midland Trail crosses channelized right-turns
along US 24

» Consider a traffic signal or other crossing safety treatment at the intersection
of Cucharras Street/21st Street

 Install more wayfinding signs to and from the Midland Trail
